RAZED CYCLONE, 200 DEAD. 


Tornado Strikes Fergus Falls, Minn., and Hurls Crack 
Great Northern Passenger Train from Track; Whole 
Business Portion of Town Wiped Out. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 


FARGO (N. D.) June 22.—Approximately 200 persons were killed by a tornado that struck 
Fergus Falls, Minn., this afternoon and wiped out three blocks in the business zection of the city. 

This report was received tonight at the Great Northern Railroad office here and said that train 
No. | had been blown off the track. 
One passenger, a girl, suffered a sprained ankle, but none of the other passengers were injured. 
They were picked up by Great Northern train No. 4 five miles west of Fergus Falls and brought to 
Fargo. 
It was reported that the Grand Hotel 
enty-five persons had been buried in the ruins. 
A report from Staples to the Northem Pacific here said that the Grand Hotel had been razed 
by the wind and the Northern Pacific depot demolished. 
The telephone operator at Battle Lake, Minn., about eighteen miles west of Fergus Falls, re- 
ported that the entire town between the Grand Hotel and the brewery had been wiped out. The

ONE BATTLESHIP AFLOAT. 


The total tonnage sunk was ap- 
proximately 400,000. Forty-seven of 
the seventy-three surrendered sur- 
face ships actually went down. The 
rest, with the exception of the 
single battleship Baden reported 
still afloat, were run on the beaches 
and can, of course, be ed. 
This will leave a considerable short- 
age when the time comes for the 
allocation of the vessels among the 
Allied and associated powars. 
While no official allocation had 
yet been announced it was known 
that England favored dividing the 
German ships among the Allies in 
accordance with their losses. This 
plan met with considerable disfavor 
in France, where it was insisted that 
the distribution should be made ac- 
rding to percentage losses—a 
slight difference in wording which 
would make all the difference in 
the world, for France’s losses while 
not nearly so heavy as Great Rrit- 
ailn's nevertheless were creater in 
proportion to the size of her navy.

LONDON, June 22.—The Chron- 
icle déclares the Italian ministerial 
crisis is a grave matter for the Al-
